Prices of pork products in retail 
markets were considerably higher 
today as hogs were selling at rec- 
ord levels at National Stockyards 
and other packing centers. 

The Producers’ Live. Stock As- 
sociation reported on the average 
hogs were 75 cents lower than 
yesterday but said the top was 
still $29 a hundredweight, $1.50 to 
$4 more than bulk prices of last 
Oct. 15 when OPA controls were 
removed, 

Markets here reported that pork 
chops and bacon, key pork prod- 
tts, had risen substantially in 
price the past week. One West 
End market quoted the jump for 
pork chops from 69 to 72 cents a 
pound and for bacon from 72 to 
75 cents. Another market said 
pork chops rose from 64 to 65 
cents and bacon from 60 to 66 
cents. 

Pork was scarce in all parts of 
St. Louis and St. Louis county. 
High prices for bacon and pork 
chops were reported in all sec- 
tions. Retailers said they expect- 
ed them to become higher as new 
supplies arrived from the packers. 
When OPA controls were ended, 
retail ceilings were 45 cents a 
pound on pork chops and 46 cents 
on bacon.

The boys were believed to 
have been crossing the 250-foot- 
wide stream from the Wallington 
side of the river to Passaic when 
the ice gave way.

OPA Official Says 35 Pounds is

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)—

Man Gives Gypsies $850 for ‘Cure,’ 
Wife Helps Him Retrieve $700 of It 


Angelo Parolin, an elderly ash 
hauler, told his wife last night 
that he had given two gypsy wom- 
en $850 to cure him of his stomach 
trouble. She was indignant and 
insisted that they go to the home 
of the gypsies at 7311 South Broad- 
way to recover their money. To 
their surprise, they found the 
women at home and got back $700. 
The gypsies said they had lost the 
other $100. 

Parolin, who lives at 7407 Vulcan 
street, reported the matter to po- 
lice. They went to the house on 
South Broadway and found four 
gypsies preparing to move out. 
The four were arrested but the 
two women who swindled Parolin 
were not found, 

He related his troubles began 
last Saturday when he passed the 
gypsy home and a woman invited 
him in. She said, “You are a sick 
man.” He agreed. His illness, she 
said, was caused by swallowing a 


hair from a dead man in a glass 
of wine. She promised to cure him 


and he gave her a down payment 
of $10. 

She asked him to return Sunday 
with $40, a raw egg and a live 
chicken. He followed instructions. 
She took the $40, broke the egg 
into a handkerchief, produced a 
hair and announced that was the 
cause of his trobule. Parolin was 
pleased. Then she asked him for 
$1500 to place on his stomach as 
a final cure. He said he had only 
$800. That would do, the gypsy 
woman said. On Monday, he with- 
drew eight $100 bills from the

When he returned with the 
money, his acquaintance and an- 
other gypsy woman took him into 
asmall room. They placed on his 
knee the chicken which he had 
brought the previous day. Then 
they wrapped the $800 in paper 
and told him to bury it at mid- 
night in an “Illinois cemetery 
about 25 miles from St. Louis, and 
leave it there for a year. 

He told them he was afraid to 
go to a cemetery at midnight, so 


they offered to do it for him, He 
left the $800 in their care.

TRUMAN SUBMITS

Sends Draft of Measure 
for National Defense 
Establishment to Con- 
gress. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
President Truman sent to Con- 
gress today the draft of a pro- 
posed bill calling for the unifica- 
tion of the armed forces. 

The legislation would set up a 
national defense ‘establishment, 
under a civilian Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense who would have 
cabinet rank. 

The legislation would bring un- 
der the defense’ establishment 
equally-important departments of 
the Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force, 

Each of the three branches of 
the armed services would have a 
secretary to direct its activities as 
an individual unit. The three sec- 
retaries—for Army, Navy and Air 
Force—in turn would operate un- 
der direction of the Secretary of 
National Defense. 

While all four secretaries would 
be subject to confirmation by the 
Senate, the White House said only 


the Secretary of National Defense 
would have Cabinet rank. 


The President, in a letter sub- 
mitting the proposed legislation, 
informed Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, presiding officer 
of the Senate, and Speaker Martin

Fight Insur- 
ance Provision, Also 
Those on Meters and 
License Boost. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
today he would insist that the pro- 
vision in a proposed new taxicab 
ordinance requiring operators to 
carry liability insurance be re- 
tained. Taxicab operators pro- 
tested against this and other pro- 
visions of the proposed ordinance 
at a hearing before the Public 
Utilities Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday. 

“From my experience as a prac- 
ticing lawyer 1] know that the 
value of the present bonding ar- 
rangement is zero,” Kaufmann 
said,. “The public must be pro- 
tected,” 

The Mayor declared that if the 
measure is passed without the 
compulsory insurance provision he 
will have that provision introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen again 
at the next session. He said he is 
less concerned with other provi- 
sions of the taxicab bill. 

Operators of taxicabs yesterday 
protested against not only the in- 
surance provision, but a proposed 
increase. in taxicab license fees 
and a requirement that all taxi- 
cabs carry meters, They said they 
would “prefer” to carry liability 
insurance, but that the better in- 
surance companies refused to is- 
sue such policies. When they have 
been able to get such insurance, 
the operators stated, the premiums 
have been so high as to make the 
cost prohibitive. 

Consequently, they told the com- 
mittee, that, until such time as 
adequate insurance is available at 
reasonable rates, the compulsory 
feature of the proposed bill should 
be eliminated and the companies 
be permitted to post a bond, as at 
present, to make sure that the op- 


erators pay off judgments for 
damages. 


Fight on Higher Fee. 


Objection to the increased li- 
cense fees was also unanimous. 
The bill would increase the fee 
from $15 per cab annually to $150, 
The operators said this fee in- 
crease would drive many com- 
panies from the business.

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Tourist Court Regulation Bills 
Introduced in Missouri House 


Measures Provide Heavy Penalties for Per- 
mitting Juveniles of Opposite Sex to 
Occupy Rooms Jointly. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26— 
Two bills for state regulation of 
tourist camps and hotels and pro- 
viding heavy penalties for permit- 
ting juveniles of opposite sex to 
occupy cabins or rooms jointly, 
were introduced in the House to- 
day by the seven St. Louis county 

Representatives. 

The measures were prompted by 
the case of Mary Catherine Rear- 
don, 14-year-old Clayton schoolgir! 
who shot her father after he had 
found her with a 13-year-old boy 
in a §t. Charles county tourist 
cabin. After he was shot, her 
father, J. Vincent Reardon lost 
control of the automobile in which 
they were riding and in the crash 
he and the boy, Michael D’Arcy, 
were killed. 

Both bills are based on meas- 
ures proposed by Prosecuting At- 
torney Stanley Wallach of St. 
Louis county. The regulatory bill 
would require operators of tour- 
ist camps to obtain licenses from 
the Division of Health of the 
State Department of Health and 
Public Welfare. It provides that 
the State Director of Health may 
suspend or revoke the licenses if 
it is shown in a hearing that such 
establishments are being conduct- 
ed in a manner detrimental to 
public health and morals, 

In addition, the operator or any 
employe of such an establishment 
would be subject to a maximum 
penalty of a year in jail and $1000 
fine for allowing unmarried boys 
and girls under 17 years of age 
to occupy jointly any cabin or 
room unless accompanied by 
parents or guardians, The bill 
also declares it unlawful for boys 
and girls to occupy a room, under 
the circumstances outlined. 

Violation of this law would con- 


stitute a misdemeanor. It would, 
however, result in the mandatory 
revocation of the license of the 
violating establishment. 

Tourist camp proprietors would 
be required to maintain a registe: 
showing the truegnames, addresses 
and ages of all guests, the license 
number of automobiles or taxicabs 
in which they arrived, and the 
time of their arrival and depart 
ure, This register would be open 
to inspection by police officials, 

To prohibit the practice of some 
tourist camps of offering special 
rates for limited occupancy of ac- 
commodations for one or two 
hours, the bill provides that estab- 
lished daily rates for each cabin 
and the check-out time must be 
posted in the office and in each 
cabin or room. Sponsors of the 
measure assert this also will stop 
the ‘practice of some operators of 
charging high rates for guests 
wanting to occupy quarters for a 
24-hour period. o 

In addition tod the penalty for 
allowing juveniles to occupy

Tourist camps now are required 
to register with the Division of 
Health and pay a small annual fee 
based. on the number of cabins 
or sleeping rooms maintained. 
This registration, however, is only 
for the purpose of seeing that such 
establishments maintain sanitary 
accommodations,

TRIAL IN COUNTY 
SET FOR MARCH 24 


Charge of Delinquency in 
Killing of Father to 
Be Heard in Juvenile 
Court.

Mary Catherine Reardon will go 
on trial March 24 in St. Louis 
County Juvenile Court on a charge 
of delinquency by reason of mur- 
der in the death of her father, J. 
Vincent Reardon, Circuit Judge 
John A. Witthaus announced to- 
day. 

Date of the trial was set follow- 
ing a conference of the judge, 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
lach and Henry G. Morris, attorney 
for the 14-year-old schoolgirl. 

Morris indicated he will request 
a jury trial. Under such a pro 
cedure in Juvenile Court, the jury 
determines the innocence or guilt 
of the defendant, and decision as 
to penalty rests with the judge. 

Judge Witthaus declined to say 
whether the trial will be open to 
the public. The maximum penalty 
the girl can receive through Ju- 
venile Court trial is detention, 
probably in the Industrial Home 
for Girls at Chillicothe, Mo., until 
she reaches the age of 21. 

The girl remains confined in 
the county juvenile detention 
home, no effort to obtain her re- 
lease on bond having been made. 
She was placed in the home fol- 
lowing the death of her father 
last Feb. 8 Reardon, president of 
a paint manufacturing concern, 
was shot by his daughter after he 
had found her in a St. Charles 
county tourist camp with a 13 
year-old boy, Michael D'Arcy. 
Reardon and the boy were killed 
in the automobile accident caused 
by the shooting. 

Police and agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation today 
were studying an anonymous let- 
ter of threatening tone received 
by Mrs. Winifred E. Brooks, aunt 
of the Reardon girl. The letter 
related to the action of Mrs. 
Brooks in petitioning for appoint- 
ment of a guardian for her sister, 
Mrs. J. Vincent Reardon, mother 
of the girl. 

Mrs. Brooks has charged that 
her sister was so addicted to 
drunkenness as to be incapable of 
managing her affairs. The letter, 
mailed to the Brooks home at 
5281 Waterman avenue, said in 
part: “Take her to a private hos- 
pital and do a sister’s part by her. 
I love her. Death awaits the one 
who goes through with the diabol- 
ical idea.”

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MOVE FOR STATE 
AD ON NEW CITY 
COUNTY ROADS 


Constitutional Amend- 


ment for Extra 114- 
Cent-a-Gallon Gasoline 
Tax Offered. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26—A 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to provide state aid for 
counties in the building of loca 
roads and for cities in the con 
struction of streets through an 
additional 1%-cent-a-gallon tax 
was introduced today in the Lezis- 
lature by Senator J. E. Curry of 
Ava, chairman of the committee 
on highways. 

One cent of the increase will go 
to the counties for expenditure by 
the county authorities and one 
half cent will go to the cities for 
local expenditure on streets. If 
adopted by vote of the people cit- 
ies will be deprived of their pres- 
a right to impose taxes on gaso- 
ine. 


Senator Curry said that on the 
basis of estimates he had made St. 


$300,000 a year more from this 
state tax than it now gets from 
its one cent city gasoline tax. He 
estimated that about $1,500,000 a 
year would be allotted to St. Louis’ 
Increases for Most. 

With very few exceptions the 
cities and towns now having lo- 
cal gasoline taxes would receive 
increased amounts from the state 
tax, Senator Curry: said. 

He estimated that the additional] 
tax would produce at least $12,- 
000,000 a year for local roads and 
city and town streets after costs 
of collection were deducted. _ 

The administration of the plan 
would be under a new state com- 
mission to be called the Local 
Roads Commission. It would have 
five members appointed by the 
Governor and ,although assigned 
technically to the State Highway 
Department, it would operate inde. 
pendently of the present depart- 
ment. None of the funds now 
allotted to the State Highway De- 
partment would be touched in the 
addjtional set-up and the proposed 
amendment in no way affects the 
present highway administration of 
the State. 

Senator Curry said that the 
principle embodied in the _ pro- 
posal submitted by him had the 
approval of the Automobile Club 
of Missouri, the Missouri Fharm- 
ers’ Association, the Missouri Farm 
Bureau, the Bus and Truck Asso- 
ciation and the oil dealers asso- 
ciation, representatives of all of 
which have participated in the 
eonferences leading to the fram- 
ing of the resolution. 

Distribution Formula. 

Under the plan as set out in the 
resolution, the new state commis- 
sion would distribute the funds in 
accordance with a rather intricate 
formula set up. 

The portion allotted to the cities 
and towns would be on the basis 
of the number of automobile reg- 
istrations compared with the total 
registrations in the cities and 
towns. The allotment to the coun- 
ties would be on the basis of au- 
tomobile registrations and other 
factors designed to equalize the 
apportionment on the basis of 
needs of the individual counties 
for roads. 

For local county roads the 
county would be the unit for ad- 
ministration.

Kelly's Machine Outpolls 
G.O.P. 2 to 1, but Makes 
Weak Showing. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 26 (AP)—-Mayor 
Fdward J. Kelly's Democratic 
machine emerged from Chicago's 


mayoral primary as a still formid- 
able vehicle today but a heavy 
flood of independent votes stole 
the spotlight from the test of 
party strength. 

The Democrats made their 
weakest demonstration of primary 
election strength in 12 years, but 
they polled nearly twice as many 
votes as the Republicans. 

A projection based on nearly 
complete returns, indicated 518,912 
Democratic ballots were cast to 
275,672 Republican. However, the 
independent vote cast in the al- 
dermanic contests was estimated 
at 257,000—largest in the city's 
history. The aldermanic election 
did not require a declaration of 
party affiliation and the 1,082,823 
votes cast in those contests 
Bhowed that some 257,000 ab- 
stained from participating in the 
primary election. 

The Republican nomination for 
mayor was won easily by Russel] 
W. Root, 48 years old, assistant 
etate treasurer, who had the back. 
ing of the Gov. Dwight H. Green's 
Republican organization. 

Martin H. Kennelly, 59, ware- 
house executive and a newcomer 
in politics, was unopposed as a 
Democratic candidate for mayor 
backed by Kelly's organization. 
Kelly, mayor since 1933, was not 
m candidate this year. 

In downstate primaries, Dr. B. 
M. Pugh, Clinton mayor who re- 
Signed in January and was fined 
$1000 on his plea of guilty to non- 
Yeasance for failure to suppress 
gambling, was nominated mayor 
of Clinton and outpolled four other 
candidates. Pugh received 642 
votes; F, D. Motts, who also was 
nominated, 642; A. J. McAvoy, 559; 
H. D. Beigner, 365; and Harold 
Reynolds, 73. 

At Carbondale, John I. Wright, 
Bouthern Illinois Normal Univer- 
sity professor, and Elmer G. Tue- 
gel, a traveling salesman, were 
mominated without opposition. 
Tuegel had urged everyone to vote 
for his opponent, asserting he had 
decided to run in a “weak mo- 
ment” but believed he would not 
have time away from his business. 
He received 204 votes to 942 for 
Wright. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 26 (AP)— 
Columbia Democrats, in a city pri- 
mary election yesterday, nomi- 
mated Marvin Blackmore, garage 
operator, for mayor over incum- 
bent Bruce J. Carl, who defeated 
Blackmore two years ago, The 
vote was 2738 to 1299.

The schedule, including’ the 
twenty-eighth annual district ama- 
teur championship at 
June 24-29 and the St. Louis Open 
36-hole competition at Sunset Aug. 
16-17 is the “most extensive ever

The first of these is scheduled 
for May 18 at Bellerive; the others 
May 25 at Meadow Brook and 
June 1 at Sunset. 


“Of course the National Open at 
St. Louis Country Club in June is 
the big event of the golf season 
here,” Benson said, “but we expect 
the new pro-amateur series to in- 
crease the interest in the game 
here. Also the association is re- 
solved to bring a major champion- 
ship to the city every year—the 
United States Open sponsored by 
the Country Club filling that spot 
for this year.” 

In addition to the team competi- 
tion, the pro-amateur individual 
handicap events also have been 
retained on the schedule after con- 
sideration had been given to dis- 
continuing those events, Difficul- 
ties in handicaping has led to 
dissatisfaction among golfers with 
those pro-amateur meets. 

“We intend this year,” Benson 
said, “to require entries to regis- 
ter through their club profession- 
als and to have the professionals 
approve each amateur’s handicap.” 
For the team competitions the 
method of selecting the 12-man 
groups will be decided later, ‘Ben- 
son said, 

At the annual meeting of the 
D.G.A, in January, Meadow Brook 
professional Frank Moore, presi- 
dent of the Eastern Missouri 
P.G.A., promised the D.G.A. co- 
operation in their tournament 
plans for the year.

COMMITTEE GUTS 
STATE TAKAGENCY 
FUND BY $930,800 


Plan to Stagger Collec- 
tion Dates Outlined in 
Move to Reduce Ex- 
penditures.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26— 
The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee pared $530,860 off the 1947- 
48 budget request of the State 
Department of Revenue yesterday. 
recommending that the _ state’s 
central tax collection agency hold 
its new expenditures to current 
levels. 

The committee reported favor- 
ably for passage a bill appropri- 
ating $1,485,600 to the department 
for collection of major state taxes 
and issuance of automobile and 
drivers’ licenses during the new 
fiscal year, beginning July 1. This 
is about the same amount alloted 
for those purposes last year, 

Urging an appropriation of 
$2,016,460 for this work,. Director 
of Revenue M. E. Morris told the 
committee the amount carried in 
the bill would be insufficient for 
efficient operation of the depart- 
ment’s division of collection. 

He asserted higher salaries for 
department personnel, increased 
operating costs and additional rev- 
enue collection duties made the 
extra funds necessary. He asked 
for passage of bills to stagger the 
dates various taxes are due, 80 
that peak collection periods would 
not fall at the same time. This 
would permit the department to 
shift clerks to collection of dif- 
ferent taxes as they became due 
through the year, he said. 

State Collector of Revenue G. H. 
Bates told the committee the de- 
partment’s request was only about 
19,000 above the combined ascer- 
tainable costs of collecting taxes 
and issuing licenses by various 
state and county officials under the 
old system in 1945-46, He pointed 
out the number of taxpayers had 
increased and that automobile li- 
cense demands were heavier than 
ever before. 

Bates also pointed outs that the 
department is now collecting thes 
new intagible personal property 
tax, which was not in effect two 
years ago, and the state income 
tax, formerly handled by county 
assessors and collectors. 

The Appropriations Committee 
also approved a bill making a 
deficiency appropriation of .$196,- 
000 to the department.to finance 
tax collection work for the re- 
mainder of the current fiscal 
year. Chairman Lewis H. Wallace, 
St.. Joseph, said the department's 
new allotment would not equal 
its last year’s appropriation, plus 
the deficiency, because the com- 
mittee felt the department had 
overspent its funds this year.

This bidding for the Zionist 
Jewish vote came to its greatest 
recent climax just before the Unit- 
ed States elections last November. 

British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin has revealed part of the 
story of what happened then. It 
is now possible to tell the rest: 


Truman has by-passed the State 
Department on the Palestine 
problem during most of his term 
of office. 


The President has handled the 
problem personaliy and through 
David K. Niles, one of his—and 
President Roosevelt’s—administra 
tive assistants. 

“We've got to help the boss,” 
Niles is fond of saying. He makes 
it clear that he means, by this, 
that the United States must in.- 
dorse Zionism in order to heip 
win Jewish votes. 

Robert E. Hannegan, Post- 
master General and chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, has also played an important 
part in making and carrying out 
United States policy on Palestine— 
also with votes in mind. 

It was Hannegan, for example, 
who insisted on the appointment 
of Bartley C. Crum, an all-out pro- 
Zionist, to the United States-Brit- 
ish committee of inquiry on Pales- 
tine last year, 

Democratic politicians clamored 
more and more loudly, as last No- 
vember’s election drew near, for 
a new statement from the White 
House indorsing Zionism. 

Pressure From New York. 

Two New York state party lead- 
ers made a special trip to Wash- 


‘ington to demand this of Truman 
and Hannegan, 


Gov. Dewey was about to come 
out in favor of the Zionists, they 
said, and the President must beat 


him to it. 


If Truman failed to do this, the 
Jewish vote would go to the G.O.P, 
in New York State and this might 
prove fatal to the Administra- 
tion’s chances there, the politicians 
said. 

Truman agreed to act. He or- 
dered the State Department to 
draft a statement for him to sign, 
upholding Zionist claims in the 
Holy Land. The department pre- 
pared such a statement, and Tru- 
man told the British he intended 
to release it at once. 

The British were then engaged 
in a new attempt to negotiate an 
agreement on Palestine with the 
Jews and Arabs, 

London, therefore, begged Tru- 
man not to give out his statément 
just then, as Prime Minister Clem- 
ent R. Attlee revealed at the time. 

It would encourage the Jews to 
demand more, and would infuriate 
the Arabs, the British said. Thus, 
the President's statement would 
wreck the negotiations, London 
argued. 

But Truman insisted. He had 
to issue the statement at once, he 


‘said, because he had to forestall 


Dewey. 

The President, accordingly, gave 
out his statement on Oct. 4. Gov. 
Dewey made his bid for the Jew- 
ish vote two days later. The An- 
glo-Arab-Jewish negotiations 
promptly broke down. The par- 
ties have never gotten anywhere 
near an agreement, at any time, 
since then.

The President's state- 
ment said the order resulted from 
suggestions by Vandenberg and 
Millikin. 


The two Senators asserted in a 
joint statement last night that a 
portion of Truman’s order pro- 
viding for “escape clauses” to per- 
mit caucellation of tariff. conces- 
sions that jeopardize domestic in- 
terests is in accord with their 
views. 


Highly Useful Progress. 


“The President’s order differs, 
however,” they added, “from our 
suggestions that the tariff com- 
mission should have somewhat 
similar direct responsibilities to 
prevent errors before they occur. 


“But in the main we count the 
President's order as highly useful 
progress in a desirable direction. 


“As to the proposed Geneva ne- 
gotiations for a new world trade 
organization, we shall of course 
reserve our positions and our 
judgment until the completed 
agreement is submitted for con- 
stitutional approval.” 


Under the executive order, the 
Tariff Commission could hear ap- 
peals by producers who thought 
proposed low duties would damage 
them, The commission would 
make recommendations directly to 
the President, who would retain 
final authority to wipe out dam- 
aging concessions. 

“Just a gesture,” commented 
Senator Butler (Rep.), Nebraska, 
“to make it appear that the Ad- 
ministration has made concessions 
to the criticism of the trade 
agreements program.” 


Chairman Knutson (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee told reporters 
his group would go ahead with a 
complete review of the program. 


Representative Gerhart (Rep.), 
California, said the move was “an 
empty, meaningless change” which 
would do nothing to save the 
United States “from becoming a 
dumping ground” for _ foreign 
goods produced by cheap labor.

Big 4 Deputies 
End Advance 
Treaty Talks 


Good Will Marks 
Final Dinner De- 
spite Disagree- 
ments on Pacts. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP). 


HE deputies of the Big Four 
T Foreign Ministers adjourned on 

schedule last night, still 
snagged in disagreement on pre- 
liminary problems surrounding a 
peace treaty for Germany and 
leaving the Austrian peace treaty 
largely unwritten. 


Despite the lack of accord, the 
deputies expressed belief that they 
had accomplished a great deal in 
the way of laying groundwork for 
the Foreign Ministers’ conference 
at Moscow March 10. There was 
a general air of cordial good will 
at a dinner for the deputies and 
negotiators last night. 


The deputies working on the 
German settlement bogged down 
in the final session of their six- 
week-old conference yesterday in 
a dispute on how their disagree- 
ments were to be reported to Mos- 
cow. 


Feodor T. Gousev, Soviet deputy, 
declared he would not associate 
himself with a report summariz- 
ing the points on which Britain, 
France, the United States and 
Russia were in agreement and 
listing disagreements in the form 
of marginal notes or annexes. 


The negotiators finally agreed 
to report in this language: 


“The deputies failed to work 
out procedure for consultations 
with Allied governments.” 


The western powers, for fhe 
most part, wanted 18 smaller Al- 
lied nations to have a full voice in 
committee work in writing the 
German treaty, but Russia wanted 
to afford them only limited par- 
ticipation at the most. 


More progress was made on the 
Austrian treaty. A rough draft 
was organized by the deputies 
but it contains many blank spaces 
and disagreements, of which the 
two main ones were: 

1. Yugoslavia’s claim for 1000 
square miles of Austrian Carin- 
thia, supported by Russia and op- 
posed by the other three powers. 

2. Definition of “German assets” 
in Austrie to be distributed as 
reparations. The western nations 
wanted the definition to rule out 
former Austrian property seized 
by the Germans, but the Russians 
sought a looser definition.

The I. T. U. on the Poynter Case 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The writer, relying on the well-known 
fairness of the Post-Dispatch, begs space 
on behalf of the International Typo- 
graphical Union for comment on an edi- 
torial printed Feb. 19, entitled, “Nelson 
Poynter's Victory.” My comment is based 
on the statement of facts—not the find- 
ings—of the trial examiner who heard 
the case against the St. Petersburg, Fla. 


newspapers. I have a copy of that re- 
port. 
The St. Petersburg Typographical 


Union began negotiations for a contract 
with these newspapers in May, 1945. The 
reopening which the editorial mentions 
was not reopening of a contract, for 
none was in existence. Florida right-to- 
work laws forbade agreement establish- 
ing a union or closed shop. Therefore, 
with the consent of the publishers the 
union posted “Conditions of Employ- 
ment” in both composing rooms in July, 
1945. The publishers were thus under 
no obligations to serve notice of a lock- 
out, nor was the union obliged to give 
notice of a strike. The union struck 
Nov. 20, 1945. 


The Bargaining Record 


It is untrue that the union “through- 
out the controversy refused to bargain.” 
The record reveals numerous confer- 
ences between the parties prior to the 
strike. Two representatives of the in- 
ternational president attempted at vari- 
ous times to conciliate the dispute and 
the record broadly hints the interna- 
tional president himself was consulted. 

Issues were raised by the publishers 
which they desired to discuss but which 
were barred by a half-century of col- 
lective bargaining as practiced by the 
union and agreed to by other employers 
of our members. 

In 1938 Mr. Poynter, publisher of the 
St. Petersburg Times, first “broached” 
to his colleague, Mr. Brown, publisher 
of the Independent, the desirability of a 
joint composing room. As early as Nov. 
25, 1945, Mr. Poynter “believed the strike 
would result in the formation of a con- 
solidated composing room.” About Dec. 
1, 1945, they decided to “implement the 
idea.” 

A corporation, News Printing Co.. was 
formed and its composing room equipped 
with material and machines from the 
individual shops. 


Mr. Poynter's Proposal 


Then, on Jan. 12, 1946, Mr. Poynter 
who, on the record, seldom consulted his 
colleague Brown, invited his “former” 
employes to bargain with him for a con- 
tract with News Printing Co. These em- 
ployes were “new” employes, as the com- 
pany was just beginning to operate. Con- 
tracts with pressmen and stereotypers 
were “honored.” They were asked to 
bargain on the basis of a proposal Mr. 
Poynter knew would be rejected by the 
union, and it was rejected collectively 
and by a large majority of the “former” 
employes who were approached indi- 
vidually. 

The “liberal” Mr. Poynter presented a 
proposal which omitted the essentials of 
a union shop, contained long and tricky 
arbitration, procedure, hire-and-fire rules 
unrivaled for naivete and good inten- 
tions, and other provisions which the in- 
ternational union could not permit a lo- 
cal union to accept. In short, Mr. Poyn- 
ter’s proposal discarded most of the 
practices and improvements the union 
had achieved in three-quarters of a cen- 
tury. | 

The NLRB has written a resounding 
political document, Its contribution to 
collective bargaining is valueless. The 
record exposes Mr. Poynter as a saw- 
- dust liberal and what he has gained— 
if anything—is a pyrrhic victory.

Palestine, a Symbol 


The stone which Foreign Minister Bevin threw 
at President Truman yesterday on the Palestine 
situation should set the season’s record in: the 
glass-house league. His charge that American 
politics determined the timing of the President's 
demand last fall for the admission of 100,000 
Jews to Palestine is doubtless true, but it ill be- 
comes a nation and a Government that have 
played as much politics with the Jewish home- 
land as Britain and the Attlee Government have 
to make the charge. 

The Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry, 
appointed jointly by Mr. Truman and Mr. Attlee 
and consisting of six members from each coun- 


try, had studied the matter of Palestine immi- — 


gration and recommended the admission of 100,- 
000 Jews some months before President Tru- 
man issued his statement. He had the right to 
counsel that the recommendation be carried out. 

One of the issues on which the Labor Gov- 
ernment came into power in 1945 was its criti- 
cism of the Chamberlain White Paper, favoring 
restriction of immigration into Palestine and lim- 
iting the acquisition of land by Jews there. 
Although it made all the political capital pos- 
sible out of the White Paper while seeking of- 
fice, the Labor Government has done nothing 
to change the policy. The Conservatives must 
snicker in their sleeves that Mr. Bevin cries 
“politics” at President Truman. 

Without invidious intent, it may be said that 
Britain has played politics with Palestine for the 
past 30 years. Where race antagonisms are as 


strong as they are between Jew and Arab in 


Palestine, political compromises and accommo- 
dations are inescapable. The Balfour Declara- 
tion of 1917, which is the political foundation 
of the Jewish homeland, is itself one of the most 
ambiguous statements ever issued, subject to op- 
posite interpretations by the Jewish and Arab 
nations: : 

His Majesty’s Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for the Jewish people, and will use 
their best endeavors to facilitate the achieve- 
ment of this object, it being clearly under- 
stood that nothing shall be done which may 
prejudice the civil and religious rights of 
existing non-Jewish communities in Pales- 
tine, or the rights‘and political status en- 
joyed by Jews in any other country. 


The Jews have been able to interpret this as 
the guarantee of a separate nation; the Arabs 
have been able to interpret the promise of the 
status quo for their civil rights as the guaran- 
tee against a separate nation. What Britain and 
the United States both face today, however, is 
not the interpretation of historic commitments 
but a concrete situation. 

The British predicament in Palestine is symp- 
tomatic of a far greater problem. That it the ab- 
dication of British imperialism. Whatever one 
may think of the faults and virtues of British 
rule; it has been the great factor in world order 
for more than a century and a half. Now Britain's 


will to rule is gone, and the world is faced’ with . 


the vacuum of decaying empire. Complicating 
the problem is the fact that Britain’s economic 
strength, which also has been a force for world 
order, is oozing out. What this means and what 
might be done about it is the subject of a thought- 
ful editorial in Life Magazine, reprinted under 
the cartoon on this page today. 

Britain's mantle would fall naturally to the 
United States, the strongest military and eco- 
nomic power in the world, but politically and 


temperamentally Americans are little interested 


in empire. Yet there is no such thing as a 
vacuum of power; unless the vacuum of power 
is filled by a British-American coalition or by a 
strengthened United Nations, the situation beck- 
ons irresistibly to people who have more vigor- 
ous purposes and intentions as to what they 
want the rest of the world to be like. The Rus- 
sians are such a people. 

America is not yet sufficiently awake to the 
significance of what is happening to the British 
Empire, It is time to give the matter thought. 
Mr. Bevin's ill temper of yesterday proceeded, 
one would think, less from irritation over the 
Palestine situation than from general anxiety 
over the terrific problems with which he and Mr. 
Attlee are having to wrestle. In a sense, they 
are America’s problems, too. 
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The name of King Snefru, first ruler of the 
fourth Egyptian dynasty, has been found carved 
on the cornerstone of a pyramid at Dahshour. 
By the way, it stands, we believe, for “Situation 
normal. Everything fouled royally up.” 


Antidote for the Car Shortage 

Necessity is not always the mother of inven- 
tion, but it often forces an invention to be put 
to use. For years manufacturers of roller bear- 
ings have been trying to persuade railroads to 
replace friction bearings, with their plague of 
hotboxes and resulting wrecks, by roller bear- 
ings. Roller bearings permit cars to travel 
faster and to be loaded 30 or 40 per cent more 
heavily than is possible with friction bearings. 
Streamlined passenger trains, seeking more 
speed, went to roller bearings in the early °40s, 
but until recently freight cars have passed them 
by. 

But under necessity of the current acute 
freight car shortage, railroads are taking roller 
hearings more seriously. Robert R. Young, who 
has fathered many railroad innovations, has in- 
stalled roller bearings on his Chesapeake & 
Ohio, and finds that they pay off. He loads his 
gondola cars with 40 per cent more coal than 
formerly, and because cars with roller bearings 
start much more easily, he is running trains with 
as many as 135 coal cars. 

It will be a strange thing if more railroads 
don’t equip their coal cars with roller bearings 
to increase tonnage and revenues. That it is 
good business seems beyond doubt, for it costs 
a railroad no more to haul a car with a load of 
70 tons of coal than one loaded with only 50 tons. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
must have been dozing a bit to have permitted 
the car shortage to arise, should use its offices 
to speed the shift to roller bearings. Roller 
bearings cannot be turned out overnight, but at 
least they require so little metal that the steel 
shortage is no obstacle to their manufacture. 
The steel companies have now agreed, for the 
first time, to allot car manufacturers steel 
enough to keep slightly ahead of the cars that 
wear out. If the shift to roller bearings gathers

momentum, the railroads will gain ground 
against the car shortage. 

One simple question, however, remains: Why 
can’t the railroads and the Office of Defense 
Transportation, pooling their brains and re- 
sources, move a freight car only 30 to 45 miles 
a day, the present average for American rail- 
roads? 
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The Bonus Flirtation 


The way of the Missouri Legislature with the 
veterans’ bonus issue has been coy, but per- 
sistent, It has tried one thing and then another, 
all-of which would add up to Tom Paine’s un- 
pleasant thought that war “has but one thing 
certain, and that-is to increase taxes.” 

Last year the bonus idea looked still-born. The 
House defeated a $150,000,000 bonus bill which 
would have doubled the sales tax. Veterans were 
apathetic. The conventions of the American 
Legion and the Amvets turned thumbs down on 
a cash grant, and the AVC termed it a “cheap 
fraud.” 

Yet the other day a special House committee, 
appointed to figure out how the State could 
finance a bonus, proposed taxes on a myriad of 
items which read like a mail-order catalogue. 
These include: 

Cigarettes (2 cents a package) and tobacco 
(10 per cent); soft drinks, beer, liquor and wines; 
10 per cent on jewelry, luggage, furs and toilet 
articles; billiard tables, bowling alleys, juke 
boxes and billboard advertising; new cars and 
trucks. 

On that basis, the committee thinks, Missouri 
could afford to pay a bonus of $10-$15 a month 
for war service up to a total bonus of $500, On 
that basis, too, Missouri would soon be left 
without anything to tax except horse cars, 
bustles and celluloid collars. 

What has happened between two Legislatures? 
The arguments against a bonus have not dis- 
appeared, The bonus would still be excessively 
expensive. With added taxes, it would be an 
Indian-gift to veterans. A cash grant in this in- 
flationary period would have less value, and 
more danger in pressure on prices, than at any 
other time. And ex-service men already are gets 
ting primary help toward housing, employment 
and education under the GI Bill. 

But the new Legislature seems to be suc- 
cumbing, not to logic, but to the endearment of 
self-appointed veterans’ lobbyists. These include 
a few state leaders of the Legion, who do not 
feel bound by the convention decision, and 
some officers of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
The result so far has not been legislative action, 
but a sidling movement in that direction. Obvi- 
ously the legislators are facing the age-old prob- 
lem of whether to please an unorganized ma- 
jority or to woo an organized minority. 

Hasn’t Missouri, otherwise called—in a letter 
on this page—the Tax-You State, had enough? 
We think it has. The state is not ready to 
saddle itself with a huge bonus debt without 
even knowing whether the grants are desired, or 
needed or could do any good at all. 

The Legislature’s demure approach to the 
bonus issue fools nobody. The members should 
stop acting like coquettes and learn the virtue 
of saying No. 
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A Dangerous Character | 

In Columbus, O., a churlish fellow named Cra- 
ter, soured by his job as city editor, has sought 
notoriety by proving there is no such place as 
Glocca Morra. He has taunted the kindly Irish 
people of Columbus as to the locale of the song 
—as fine a ballad as one would want to hear— 
and has gone to the length of cabling De Valera 
to challenge the existence of such a place. And 
at last he has forced from the author of the song 
admission that there is in fact no real Glocca 
Morra. 

For literal-minded lack of imagination, we 
award Mr. Crater the prize. Here is a man who 
would ask to see the Great Rock Candy Moun- 
tains charted on a profile map, or demand the 
longitude and latitude of the Happy Isles or of 
Xanadu. He would be satisfied with nothing less 
than a certified photograph of a leprechaun and 
he would want the exact candlelight measure- 
ment of the gleam in a célleen’s eye. 

We warn all right-minded citizens of Colum- 
bus to keep a wary eye on Mr. Crater. Other- 
wise he will be sneaking into the Cradle Roll to 
propagandize against Santa Claus. 
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A Basic Right and Its Defender 


John Raeburn Green's unostentatious service 


in behalf of a basic American right—right of an’ 


accused person to counsel when faced with 
criminal charges—was recounted briefly in 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. This is a piece of work 
in which St. Louis and the bar of the community 
in particular may take pride. 

Four and a half years ago the Supreme Court, 
in the case of Betts vs. Brady, decided, 6 to 3, 
that an indigent, uneducated defendant in Mary- 
land was not entitled to counsel even though Re 
asked for it. Today the rule of the Supreme 
Court is that. hurrying a defendant through 
criminal proceedings without counsel deprives 
him of “rights essential to a fair hearing.” Such 
was the language of the same court a few days 
ago when it ordered a new trial for a Michigan 
penitentiary inmate who had served 15 years of 
a life sentence. 

No man in the country has had more to do 
with this change than John Raeburn Green. He 
was one of the first to hit Betts vs. Brady—and 
he hit it hard, He showed what a backward 
step the decision was and how it went counter 
to the extension of Bills of Rights guarantees to 
the states through the Fourteenth Amendment. 
What the Supreme Court thought of his public 
service was indicated when it appointed him 
counsel for O, C. Tomkins and for Charles Wil- 
liams, two Missourians who had not had counsel 
when they were convicted, and for whom their 
new attorney obtained new trials. 

In years to come many an innocent defendant 
in criminal proceedings will owe his freedom to 
the fact the trial court was required to appoint 
counsel to protect the defendant’s rights. That 
means he will owe his freedom in large part to 
a St. Louis rights-defender whose name he prob- 
ably will never know. :

While Britain's coal crisis is a result of her policy of drift, Amer- 
ica cannot idly watch such weakness, editorial warns; nation is our 
closest ally; her prosperity and power are protection for us; urges 
that the United States help restore health to British economy.

The current breakdown in Britain recalls 
the axiom that. Britain has but two natural 
resources, coal and the national character. 


Coal has long been the source of such 
scant domestic warmth as the Englishman 
allowed himself, It ran his steam engines 
and his electric plants, It was the central 
item of his commerce. 

Today his coal production is insufficient 
for his own needs, to say nothing of his 
edependent neighbors, 'And what about his 
national character? Well, we have been 
taking our hats off to it for years. Maybe 
we'd better have another look, 


Too many Britons still dig coal with pick, 
shovel and bind pony. The American min- 
er, using pneumatic cutter, automatic load- 
er and electric train, produces four times 
as much coal a day. Mechanization, the ob- 
vious solution to the British coal problem, 
has been too long delayed for a number 
of reasons: the fuddy-duddyism of the Brit- 
ish coal barons, the investment-discourag- 
ing British tax system and the likewise dis- 
piriting expectation (now realized) that 
coal would be nationalized sooner or later. 


Five Yards at a Time 


All these considerations are part of the 
British character, which is peculiarly suit- 
ed to a policy of drift. The British have 
not so much embraced Socialism as drift- 
ed away from capitalism, 

The point is that Britain’s case calls for 
drastic change—a big upset in present 
modes of thought and industrial habit. If 
it is true, as some Englishmen maintain, 
that the coal age is over, and that in a 
socialist society nobody will want to grovel 
in the earth any more, then one might ex- 
pect British Socialism to be pushing for 
atomic power as hard as it can. 


But such ventures strike the British 
mind, be it Tory or Socialist, as a little too 
much on the Buck Rogers side. For it is 
in the modern British character to scorn 
the razzle-dazzle and to play ball as they 
do at Minnesota, five painful yards at a 
crunch, 

So much for cousinly reproof. The Brit- 
ish character is not likely to change marked- 
ly. We must take this into account. For 
the British problem is our problem too. 


Britain Helps Us Out 


Her credits to France, Denmark, Belgium 
and some other countries help to keep the 
markets of friends comparatively free. The 
military commitments require maintenance 
of 1,000,000 men under arms, doubly ex- 
pensive considering the British need for 
manpower. But these troops have occu- 
pied a portion of Germany that we—or the 
Russians—might otherwise have had to oc- 
cupy. 

They have discouraged ¥ugoslav ambi- 
tions for a coup in Trieste, They have 
played’ a role in Greece, probably prevent- 
ing Russian emergence as a power in the 
Eastern Mediterranean. They have patrolled 
such turbulent areas as Palestine and In- 
dia. 

Although the Government has announced 
that it will not reduce its military commit- 
ments this year, the pressure is mounting. 
With the outlook so bleak for the British 
economy, and with British troops conse- 
quently likely to be called home, it is cer- 
tainly not too early for the United States 


- 


to be thinking about what it should do. 
Here are three alternatives: 


(1) Do nothing—ignore the whole history 
of this generation and of two wars by try- 
ing to pretend Britain’s fate does not con- 
cern us. That would surely entangle us in 
the bloody sort of chaos that follows an 
empire’s collapse. 


(2) Revive Lend-Lease or its equivalent, 
so that Britain can maintain her army. 
This would either turn British soldiers into 
United States mercenaries or else the Unit- 
ed States would be merely a silent and non- 
voting partner in whatever policies Britain 
imposed, 


Policing the Hot Spots 


(3) Bring about a closer economic and 
military co-operation between the United 
States and Britain than has existed before, 
even during the war, Of the three alterna- 
tives, this is by far the wisest. To help 
Britain through its manpower troubles the 
United States should- assume more of the 
military load, As the zones are merged in 
Germany, for example, the United States 
should replace some of the 300,000 Britons 
currently assigned there. 


There might not be much disagreement 
about policy in Germany. But if it comes 
to our policing Palestine, Greece, India or 
other hot spots, then the Zionists, the foes 
of the Nineteenth Century imperialism 
among us and groups representing those 
upon whose toes the British stepped would 
surely howl. 

Well, in a democracy they have every 
right to, But while these complaints were 
largely academic before, we now must get 
down to realistic debate and arrive at pol- 
icies of direct action. The policy we final- 
ly adopt may in most cases parallel the pre- 
vious British policy, but the decision must 
be ours, and firmly so, 


Answer to Socialism 


This sort of ball carrying, as opposed to 
sideline coaching, will be welcomed by the 
British. 

But besides all this we must take action 
to restore health to Britain’s economy. This 
means giving British industry as much 
technological help and leadership as the 
Englishmen can be persuaded to accept. It 
means laughing away our old fears of Brit- 
ish competition, even stilling our newer 
fears of British state-trading competition, 
since the one best weapon against state so- 
cialism is simply to dissolve it on a tide of 
mutually expanding trade and profits. 

The present British crisis is fair warn- 
ing that Americans no longer be merely 
well-intentioned observers and critics in a 
safely compartmented world. We are al- 
ready up to our knees in Britain’s fate, 
If she weakens further, we shall be in up 
to our necks,

Between Book Ends 


Experiment in Biography 
THE PRIVATE LIFE OF GUY DE MAUPASSANT. 
Ronald Kirkbride. (Frederick Fell, inc. New Yort 
Through the expedient of basing his nar- 
rative of Maupassant upon letters and auto 
biographical passages in the stories of the 
celebrated French author, Mr. Kirkbride 
has avoided the worst pitfalls of fictional 
life-writing. 
“The Private Life” covers a period of the 
last 10 or 11 years of the active life of 
Maupassant*-from the beginning of his 


literary career to the time when he is 
losing his sanity in a private asylum. It is 
written in the form of letters, the larger 


portion of them addressed by Maupassant 
to a friend identified only as “Saki.” In 
the first of these, Maupassant relates some 
interesting incidents concerning his long 
apprenticeship to the craft of letters under 
the direction of Flaubert and his associa- 
tion with such men as Zola and Huysmana, 
> e . 

A leaser part of the book, purely fictional, 
consists of letters ostensibly written by «a 
“Madame d'Aramont” to a friend of hers. 
This lady, presumably a composite of 
Maupassant’s many mistresses, emerges as 
a real and terrifying person who uses her 
beauty to trap the writer and to transmit 
to him the disease which ultimately will 
destroy him. Her motive is revenge—re- 
venge against man for destroying her; and 
even though she finds delight in the love 
of the great writer, she enjoys her betrayal 
of him even more than her realization that 
she has fallen in love with him and he 
with her. The “private life,” then, ia that 
phase of Maupassant’s life in which he 
triumphs in literature but declines in men- 
tal and physical power through the ruinous 
influence of a woman—not one woman but 
many whom he loved and discarded. 

This narrative, a mixture of fact and 
fiction pleasingly blended, holds one’s at- 
tention as a well-written novel might. Many 
of the expressions come directly from 
Maupassant himself, and those which Mr. 
Kirkbride supplies are agreeably similar to 
the words and phrases which appear in 
Maupassant’s stories.

The character portrait is short, a mere 
170 pages. To supplement it, Mr. Kirkbride 
has added two of the author’s most famous 
stories: “Boule de Suif,” and “La Horla.” 
It is perhaps unfortunate that these are 
two stories which are frequently reprinted 
and therefore readily available, but they do 
serve a purpose in this book, for the first 
one started Maupassant on his career and 
the other presents a problem in madness 
and anticipates the author’s eventual col- 
lapse. 

Mr. Kirkbride succeeds in presenting a 
moving and convincing psychological por- 
trait of Guy de Maupassant during the un- 
happy height and miserable decline of a 
distinguished career. 

This book was published originally in 
1932, when Mr. Kirkbride was 20, but for 
some reason it was not widely distributed, 
and now it appears in a revised edition.

The committee will 
go out to Fort Knox, Ky., to 
inspect a unit of soldiers being 
trained under the system proposed 
by the Army for all 18-year-olds. 
Its final report is not likely to

Sweden’s Example. 


That gives us time to think 
about an issue which we cannot 
ignore except at our own peril. 
We can't afford merely to say 
that we don't like war and that 
therefore we're going to refuse to 
have anything to do with military 
affairs, 

One of the most persistent argu- 
ments made by those who oppose 
universal military training is that 
such preparedness inevitably leads 
to war. This might be a good 
time to point out some evidence 
to the contrary. 


The country that has enjoyed 
the greatest span of peace in our 
troubled world is Sweden. Sweden 
has been in no war since 1812. 
Since 1812 the Swedes have had 
universal military training. 

It began with merely nominal 
training for a few days. In 1901 
it was increased to 240 days; and 
in 1914, to 340. Today all young 
men in Sweden must train for ap- 
proximately a year or longer. 


No one can say that Sweden is 
a military dictatorship. The Swedes

have moved steadily toward greater | 
‘ 


our economic and technological 


democracy, both in their economic 
and their political Nfe. Military 
service is accepted as a responsi- 
bility of citizenship. 

The reasons Sweden was able to 
keep out of World War II are 
many and complicated. In May of 
1940, they escaped in large part be- 


cause of the firm stand taken by 


Russia, then nominally at peace 
with the Nazis. 

There was, however, a later in- 
vasion threat. That was in Febru- 
ary of 1942, The Swedes got ad- 
vance word of it in Berlin. They 
mobilized 400,000 trained men for 
active duty. 

When Hitler learned this, he is 
said to have burst into a fit of 
rage. With his generals he had 
planned to use a limited number 
of divisions for a quick conquest. 
Full Swedish mobilization meant 
that the invasion would be more 
costly in terms of divisions and 
perhaps also in time. This came 
as Hitler had extended his armies 
to the utmost in Russia. 


‘Have to Come to It.’ 


In the end, the decision was 
against invading Sweden. You 
can make out a good case that 
little Sweden would have been 
overwhelmed had it not been for 
the fact that those trained men 
were mobilized to defend their 
country. From September of 1939 
on, the Swedes never had less 
than 100,000 men under arms, and 
for long stretches the total was 
close to 400,000. Within the limita- 
tions imposed by Sweden’s lim- 
ited industry, they were equipped 
with the weapons of modern war- 
fare. 

During a wartime visit to 
weden, I asked a member of the 
‘oalition Government for his opin- 
ion on universal training for 
America after the war. His an- 
swer seems to me worth setting 
down here: 

“Of course, you will have to 
come to it. Otherwise you will 
never be able to meet your obli- 
gations in the world. You can 
never again rely on a period in 
which to prepare yourselves after 
war has begun.” 4 


Training and preparedness. do 
not inevitably mean a militaristic 
state and the end of democracy. 
Progress can go along with train- 
ing which equips young men for 
defense of the nation. We must 
not let the old stereotypes prevent 
us from honestly considering the 
recommendation which Secretary 
Marshall has made with so much 
urgency.

A Most Tentative Budget 


T 


HE controversy which has arisen over the President's budget 
arises from the fact that under the law—the “Legislative Re- 
organization Act of 1946’—the four money committees of the 


two houses are required jointly to report “a legislative budget” of 
“the estimated over-all federal receipts and expenditures” for the 
fiscal year beginning July, 1947. This report was due Feb. 15. The 
report, when adopted by the two houses, is supposed to fix “the 
maximum amount to be appropriated for expenditures.” 


The Administration wishes to 
fix that amount at the Presi- 
dent's figure, namely 37% billions. 
The Republican majority with 
some Democratic support wishes 
to fix it at 31% 
billions. Senator 
Taft and a num- 
ber of others are 
proposing to fix. 

' #t somewhere be- 
tween 32 and 33 
billions, 

Congrees is in 
a difficult posi- 
tion because the 
law requiring 
this decision is 
new, and the ma- 
ehinery for oper- 
ating it effi- TAFT 
ciently has not yet been set up. 
Another year the situation will be 
different. But, this year Congress 
has no evidence before it by which 
it can decide intelligently what 
the total appropriations ought to 
be. Yet the law compels it to de- 
cide. 

So it must either take the Presi- 
dent's figure, approving it without 
knowing why, or fix its own fig- 
ure, not knowing why. If the 
legislators accept the President's 
figure, the Republican majority 
will have reneged, without know- 
ing whether they had to, on their 
campaign promises to reduce ex- 
penditures. If they cut the Presi- 
dent's figure blindly, and that is 
the only way they can now cut it, 
they may cause serious injury to 
the national interest. 


Subject to Revision. 


The dilemma, though embarrass- 
ing, is not so serious as It looks. 
For while the law requires a de- 
cision, and then an honest effort 
to abide by it, it is not, as Sena- 
tor Bridges pointed out, “an ir- 
revocable action” and “disclosed 
need could modify it in either di- 
rection.” Senator Millikin con- 
firmed this view saying that under 
the Reorganization Act “we have 
no alternative but to reach a re- 
sult based on, let us call it, rough 
judgment.” 

‘This is also the position of 
Senator Taft, who made it quite 
clear, for example, that while he 
wishes now to act as if the item 
for foreign relief can be cut in 
half. he knows that he is acting 
on “the pious hope that the crops 
in Europe will be sufficiently 
good” the next summer and 


“through next winter,” and that 
if they are not, the money he is 
proposing to cut now may “have 
to be restored when all the evi- 
dence ig in.” 

What this all adds up to is that 
in fixing a ceiling on appropria- 
tions now, Congress is placing the 
burden of proof on the Adminis- 
tration in the hearings which will 
be held by the appropriation com- 
mittees. But the ableat and most 
influential leaders are not saying 
that they will not listen to proof 
that more money needs to be ap- 
propriated., 

My own guess is that while in 
the end Congress will insist on 
many reductions in services that 
reflect the expansion of govern- 
ment under the New Deal, the tetal] 
national expenditures in the year 
beginning July may be as great, 
and perhaps even greater, than 
the President’s budget. We may

The liquidation of the British 
Empire, its galloping political and 
financial insolvency, the develop- 
ments in the British Isles, in In- 
dia, in Palestine, in Egypt and in 
parts of Africa, are approaching 
a condition where they threaten 
to become uncontrollable. 


If they do, an emergency of 
grand proportions will exist which 
will make heavy demands upon 
us, and all our present estimates 
will have to be revised radically. 
Nothing, therefore, can now be 
certain except that all our esti- 
mates are in the highest degree 
tentative.

Vivian Della Chiesa, American 


soprano whose voice is somewhat 
ess opulent than her appearance, 
gave a recital last night in Kiel 
Auditorium under the auspices of 
the Civic Music League. Her pro- 
gram was well selected. There 
was a classic Italian group with 
which a Mozart operatic aria was 
associated, songs by Faure, Can- 
teloube, Chausson and Reynaldo 
Hahn, an aria from “Forza del 
Destino” (“Pace, Pace”), another 
Italian group of nineteenth and 
twentieth century vintage, and a 
final English language group. 
Miss Della Chiesa’s limitations 
were apparent everywhere, What- 
ever the language, the period or 
the inherent nature of the music 
her emotional coloring was always 
the same. She never sang very 
loud or very soft and her range 
of expression was as narrow as 
her dynamic compass. The only 
possible offset to such a poverty 
of interpretive inflection would 
have been a voice of arresting 
quality. 

In her middle register the voice 
was warm and rounded but im- 
purities developed whenever she 
went aloft. Sustained notes were 
accompanied by a wide vibrato, 
higk notes occasionally were 
reached by a prodigious scoop, 
and her only try at a coloratura 
agility—in the aria from “La Cle- 
manza di Tito”—was conspicuous- 
ly labored. Her outstanding suc- 
cesses of the evening were in “Les 
Berceux” by Faure and “Les 
Temps des Lilas” of Ernest Chaus- 
son. These were managed agree- 
ably vocally since they lay mostly 
within her good range.

I SHOULD SAY that along our creek and 
bluff and the woodland bordering them, wild- 
flowers grow in profusion. We came too late this 
year to catalogue them, so this will be Mama's 
chore this spring and summer—and a pleasant 
one. The undergrowth which furnishes cover 
for birds and smaller wildlife is sadly lacking, 
but this will come again when there are no 
cattle to eat it or hogs to root it out. And there 
are plenty of big old den trees which we will 
preserve for the raccoons and possums, fox and 
gray squirrels and skunks. There are ground- 
hog holes along the bluff, an occasional muskrat 
and mink burrow along the creek and plenty of 
overhanging ledges where the fox can den. 
Eventually we hope to have all of these in pro- 
fusion, instead of the very limited numbers 
which we find today. The songbirds like this 
woodland and find cold-weather shelter along 
the bluff. We know that we have all the species 
which were at the old Possum Trot, including 
several pairs of pileated woodpeckers, but they 
are much harder to attract in to the feeding 
trays. There is too little cover close to the house 
—and too much feed available around the barns 
and granaries.

This pond—and a spring 
which rises not far away—will be worked into 
the farm wildlife program, as will also certajn 
waste areas on the west side of the farm, And 
this, I think, together with previous stories, gives 
an accurate picture of Possum Trot today. There 
still remains its past history to be told—a good 
project for a winter’s evaning.

Needlessly 
Lost in Bids

AM treating overbidding of big 
] nanas and underbidding of small 

hands together for they are, to 
a large extent complementary and 
often cancel each other out. This 
is just as well. The average player 
overbids his big hands and under- 
bids his small ones. When the 
two hands are opposite each other, 
this cancels out and a normal 
result is attained, so the loss on 
balance is not so large as it might 
be. Which is the reason for its 
continuance. On the canceled 
hands, both the overbidder and 
underbidder remain oblivious of 
their errors, while the others are 
dismissed as unlucky or pass un- 
noticed. 

The trouble occurs when a col- 
lection of aces and kings goes to 
the hand of any but a very ex- 
perienced holder. The ordinary 
holder, after he has finished 


gloating over them, will announce 


his strength with his opening bid 
of, say, two clubs. And, if he gets 
a positive response from his part- 
ner, he promptly forgets what he 
has announced and keeps on re- 
bidding the same values.

FORTUNATELY, the opposite 
hand will usually underbid and 
so adjust matters. But when that 
hand is so weak that it cannot 
underbid; or, more rarely, its 
owner believes his partner and 
bids the full value, then the loss 
is very large indeed. Consider the 
following:

Hearts—A10x

There are too many hold- 
ings on which partner will pass 
a non-forcing opening but which 
will, at any rate, offer a play for 
game. So an opening forcing bid 
of two Clubs on this hand is 
quite in order. 

But this is the point so many 
players forget, once they havé bid 
two clubs, they have bid the full 
value of the hand. Any further 
initiative must be left to partner. 
Assume your partner has done the 
unexpected and produced a posi- 
tive response, Assume he has bid 
two no trump. All your hanc is 
worth now is a simple bid of three 
no trump, because you have al- 
ready bid two clubs. When you bid 
three no trump your partner 
knows that you have a balanced 
hand with a count of 23-25 points 
and he is able to judge exactly 
what to do.

IT IS REMARKABLE how hard 
it is to persuade the owner of a 
bad hand, viewed solo, that, placed 
alongside partner’s bidding, it is 
not merely a good hand, but a 
whale of a good hand. He con- 
tinues to view it solo. “What did I 
have?” he will ask later as part- 
ner remonstrates. “Less than a 
trick and a half.” 

Let me offer a simple sugges- 
tion for estimating the value of 
these small hands. Do not worry 
about trying to visualize your 
partner’s holding. It’s very hard 
work, and half the time you won't 
be right anyway. There is a much 
simpler way. Look at your hand 
and decide how much worse it 
might be. Partner’s bids or bid 
will always ‘indicate what suits 
he is interested in. The rest fol- 
lows automatically, Take the fol- 
lowing quite common situation. 

Spades: Qxxxx 

Hearts: Kx 

Diamonds: x x x 

Clubs: xxx 
You are vulnerable and your op- 
ponents are not. The opponent on 
your left deals and bids one dia- 
mond, Your partner doubles. Next 
hands passes. You bid one spade. 
The opener bids three diamonds, 
Your partner four spades. Next 
hand five diamonds. What do you 
do? 

Now if you gaze at your own 
miserable collection and wonder 
what are the chances of getting 
11 tricks out of it, you will clearly 
depress yourself into passing, And 
if you try to visualize your part- 
ner’s hand, you will lose yourself 
in the labyrinths of assortments 
he might be holding. Clearly you 
should bid five spades in your 
sleep, and clearly you should ex- 
pect to make it.

Economical Menus

HOULD the leaves be removed 
§ from carrots, beets, radishes 

and turnips? While these vege- 
tables grow in the ground, the 
leaves use some materials from 
the air and others that come up 
through the roots to manufacture 
sugar, starch, and protein etc, 
Then these food substances are 
stored in the roots. As soon as 
these root vegetables are out of 
the ground, this leaf function is 
reversed, then they begin to draw 
on the food stored in the roots 
with the result that the root is 
rapidly depleted of nutritive value. 
So when the grocer removes the 
leaves, he is doing the best thing 
for the vegetables. When the 
leaves are not remcved, make a 
habit of cutting them off immedi- 
ately, then store them in the hy- 
drator of your refrigerator, or out 
on the open shelves if the re- 
frigerator is the kind that keeps 
the food moist. 


Letting vegetables stand in the 
open air at room temperature is 
sure to wilt them rapidly and 
while they can be soaked in cold 
water to restore some crispness 
they never are as attractive as 


they were before wilting and 
worse still, their vitamin value is 
considerably reduced. The crisp 
leaves of beets, radishes and tur- 
nips may be cooked for excellent 
greens and if there are not 
enough of them to make a meal, 
combine them with some spinach 
and you'll have an extra delicious 
combination.

His 
lowest weight was 180—from 235— 
and never, of course, got down 
to the ridiculously rumored 90 
pounds. 


Babe has been ordered to drink 
six bottles of beer a day. “Imagine 
being ordered to,” he says with 
a little side glance. “The docs 
tell me there’s as much food’ in 
a glass of beer as in a glass of 
milk. Which suits me okay. 


“I can’t get any solid foods 
down my throat. I seem to eat 
only eggs. I get ’em soft boiled, 
fried, scrambled, in eggnog and 
milkshakes. One of these morn- 
ings I’m going to let out the gol- 
dangdest cackle you ever heard! 

“They fed me a lot with needles 
in the hospital, Don’t try it. No 
taste.” 

Pictures of the Babe leaving the 
hospital for his New York apart- 
ment aroused tremendous sympa- 
thy through the country. 

“You should have seen me a 
couple of weeks before,” he said. 
“The nerves in my neck were

blocked and clogged, so a paraylsis 
set in on my swallowing muscles. 
One of my eyes closed... and 
there I was. The doctors worked 
miracles, that’s all. I was through 
when they took over.” 

Babe’s once mountainous waist, 
said to have been a size 54, with- 
ered to a perfect 36. He had 
added an inch and a half to it 
since going home. “I’ve got to 
watch my weight,” he said, with 
some of the old twinkle in his 
eyes. 

“Everybody talks about’ the 
lively ball and the cheap home 
runs,” Babe went on.

“Yeah. I remember some other 
hits, though. Teams used to play 
me something like they play Ted 
Williams today you know, 
with everybody moved over. One 
day Connie Mack pulled that on 
me, with two outs in the ninth 
and the tying run on third base. 
I dropped a bunt down the third 
base line, tied up the game, and 
we beat ’em in the tenth. 

“And a home run I] hit when 
the Yanks used to play at the 
Polo Grounds. The right field 
foul line ran up and down One of 
those thick iron girders that hold 
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up the grandstand roof. I hit one 
that smacked the girder, but Billy 
Evans said it hit the girder an 
inch or so to the right of the 
white line, and that was foul. 

“IT bellyached for a long time, 
then went back to the plate. 
‘Okay.’ I told Billy. ‘But don't 
tell me that this one is foul.’ And 
darn if I didn't hit the girder 
again, just on the fair side of the 
line.” 


Babe took another sip of nour- 
ishment, and sighed contentedly. 
“Imagine,” he said, looking at the 
foam. “Doc’s orders.”

~ Fighting 


Influenza

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OR the first time in history, 

medical science now has a 

weapon against influenza. The 
discovery of a vaccine to aid in 
prevention of this disorder is one 
of the great scientific advances 
whch help to offset the terrible 
cost of war. For the anti-flue vac- 
cine is a war-born discovery. The 
search for it was inspired by the 
need to protect large bodies oft 
troops from the disease and proof 
of its value was confirmed by 
work on Army and Navy person- 
nel, 

As a result, doctors can now say 
with some certainty that the new 
vaccine will ward off influenza 
for periods of six montha to a 
year, This does not mean, how- 
ever, that all people should re 
ceive it at yearly intervals. Its 
chief use is foreseen when epi- 
demic threatens, Then, it is hoped, 
that by giving it to large numbers 
of people, the rapid spread of the 
disease can be prevented.

IN RECENT YEARS, epidemics 
of influenza have not been as 
severe as the epfdemic which oc- 
curred in 1918. However, there is 
no way of knowing just when 
such a severe ey idemic may strike, 


It would seem that the vaccine 
is most effective for the first sev-. 
eral months after it has been ad- 
ministered. Influenza is most dan- 
gerous for the aged and the very 
young. It is in these persons that 
attack by the influenza virus es- 
pecially opens the door to infec- 
tions of the lung, the sinuses or 
the middle ear with germs, 

Once influenza develops, there 
is no known preparation which 
directly attacks the virus. As with 
the common cold, the sulfonamide 
drugs and pencillin have been 
used in an effort to ward off the 
complications due to germ infec- 
tion. Just how effective this may 
be has not yet been definitely de- 
termined but it does seem to help 
in many cases.

INFLUENZA should not be con- 
fused with ordinary colds. In in- 
fluenza there are such symptoms 
as fever, aching sensations in the 
muscles, some prostration, often 
a dry cough, and perhaps sore 
throat. Running nose is not a 
prominent symptom. 


The patient with influenza 
should, of course, be put to bed 
and the physician called at once. 
The patient should remain in bed 
for a day or two after the fever 
has completely subsided.
